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Andover Parents Favor School 
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Indicate Collaborative Offers Opportunities 


Many Andover residents in favor 
of the Collaborative School attended 
the joint meeting of Andover and 
Lawrence to express their support 
Monday night. 

The meeting at Frost School, Law- 
rence, Monday night attracted ap- 
proximately 100 people, consistil 
primarily of Andover residents 

While there were members of ths 
Andover group which opposes the 
proposed school in attendace at the 
session, they did not speak or ad- 
dress any of the issues presented. 

Colvin and Mary Henderson, Quail 
Run, brought their eight-week-old 
son, Robert Maxwell, ‘‘to enroll him 
in the school.’’ Colvin said he’d be 
willing to pay more taxes “‘if it al- 
lows students to learn in a realistic 
environment.” 

Attending a school with a rep- 
resentative population mix based on 
different backgrounds and factors is 
favored by proponets. ‘‘Ideally, I 
want my kids to go to a very good 
school, to mix with all walks of life, 
cultures and backgrounds,” said 
Mike Schade, Garfield Lane. 

Dennis Richards, project director, 
expressed concern about the oppos- 
tion group, Citizens for Neighbor- 
hood Schools(CNS). In a prepared 
statement, Richards said, ‘what 
they(CNS) say is filled wth inaccu- 
racies, loosely supported conjec- 
tures, and assumptions that don’t 
make sense.”’ 


Richards asked three Andover res- 
idents to address the school commit- 
tee. ‘‘I wanted you to get an idea of 
the kind of support there is in And- 
over,”’ said Richards. 

Among those speakers was Kathy 
Hess, Andover, mother of two el- 
ementary school children. ‘‘The 
most important factor is choice. 
Parents can choose a school based 
on an educational philosophy. Choos- 
ing a school implies commitment on 
part of the parent. Commitment 
does make a difference,” said Hess 

Hess believes the collaborative 
will be a quality school. ‘‘With the 
level of universities, parents and 
teachers involved, we can expect a

Teachers would alse volunteer to 
work at the school. They would serv- 
ice the school for one to three years. 
A professional development pro- 
gram, involving extensive teacher 
training, has been planned. Rich- 
ards pointed out that this training 
would filter back into the respective 
school classrooms when the teachers 
returned to their local system. 

Although there has been no defi- 
nite commitment, several colleges 
have expressed interest in becoming 
involved with the program. ‘‘There’s 
a tenative commitment from 
schools,”’ said Richards

ABIOMED, Inc. (AMEX-ABD) an- 
nounced recently that it has been 
awarded a $5.6 million contract from the 
National Heart, Lung and Blood Insti- 
tute (NHLBI) to develop a permanent, 
implantable total artificial heart. The 
battery-powered artificial heart will be 
developed in collaboration with the Tex- 
as Heart Institute (THI). 

The ABIOMED artificial heart is be- 
ing developed to allow patients to lead 
productive, near-normal lives. ‘““The ma- 
jor drive and control components are 
miniaturized and implanted into the 
body so that the patient is not attached 
to an external console,” Dr. Robert 
Kung of Andover, principal investigator 
for the program and ABIOMED’s vice 
president for R&D, said. “In addition, 
ABIOMED’s artificial heart will be engi- 
neered to reduce the risks of clotting and 
subsequent stroke and organ damage, as 
well as infection.”’ 

Under the competitively-awarded, 
five-year contract, ABIOMED will de- 
sign and produce a total artificial heart 
and conduct system testing. THI will 
conduct the pre-clinical validation stud- 
| ies. Beyond the development phase, ex- 
| tensive reliability testing will be 

necessary before the artificial heart is 

ready for human trials. 

The total artificial heart has the poten- 
tial to fill a significant need in cardiac 
medicine for patients with irreversibly 
failing hearts. The NHLBI estimates 
that 17,000-35,000 patients in the United 
States each year need permanent heart 
replacement. However, there is a maxi- 
mum of several thousand potential do- 
nors for heart transplants, the only 
currently available treatment for these 
patients according to the company. 

‘“ABIOMED’s total artificial heart 
project builds on the substantial techno- 
logic capabilities that we have acquired 
in developing our other permanent and 
temporary cardiac-assist devices,” said 
Dr. David M. Lederman, the company’s 
chief executive officer. “The NHLBI

contract will significantly enhance 
ABIOMED’s commitment to the devel- 
opment and commercialization of clini- 
cally useful circulatory support 
systems.” 


The ABIOMED total artificial heart 
employs technology initially developed 
by the company for its permanently im- 
plantable left ventricular assist system 
(VAS), a device that works in parallel 
with the patient’s heart rather than as a 
replacement. The VAS system is in a 
more advanced stage of development 
and is undergoing pre-clinical testing in 
collaboration with Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Hospital. The VAS development 
program Is also supported by a contract 
with the National Institutes of Health. As 
a result, a number of the key compo- 
nents of the total artificial heart, includ- 
ing the blood pumps, heart valves and 
energy converter, have already under- 
gone significant testing. 

Seamless blood-pumps for the 
ABIOMED total artificial heart will be 
constructed from the company’s propri- 
tary angioflex biomaterial. The device, 
powered by an electrohydraulic system, 
will contain a rechargeable internal bat- 
tery and an externally-worn rechargea- 
ble battery. The external battery will 
transmit power to the implanted system 
without piercing the skin. This approach 
eliminates a major route for post-surgi- 
cal infection. 

THI, located in Houston, is a pioneer in 
advanced cardiac treatment. THI an- 
nually performs more open heart proce- 
dures than any other institution in the 
world. 

Based in Danvers, ABIOMED devel- 
ops innovative medical and dental de- 
vices and is a leader in the research and 
development of cardiac sypport sys- 
tems. One of ABIOMED’s devices, the 
BVS temporary cardiac support system, 
is marketed in Europe and is in clinical 
trials in a number of major hospitals in 
the United States.

At 
the state level, scholarships of up to 
$1,000, as well as certificates of recogni- 
tion, will be awarded to students. 

Those who do well on the state level 
may compete at the national level in Salt 
Lake City, Utah in April. 

Some of the winners there may be 
awarded stocks in major corporations or 
scholarships of up to $8,000. 

It’s not just the awards that attract 
students, though. ‘‘Even though I may 
not receive any awards, I still think 
DECA will be a great learning experi- 
ence,” one student said. 

The marketing program helps prepare 
members for this learning experience by 
offering a relevant curriculum and giv- 
ing students a chance to practice oral 
skills. The members are told what to ex- 
pect and what kinds of things the judges 
will be looking for. 

In the marketing classes DECA mem- 
bers get to decide which of 13 they want 
to compete in. A few of them are adverti- 
sing/display, finance/credit and appar- 
el/accessories.

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Resident Reappointed To Task Force 


Norma Eisenberg of Andover, one of the 
12 members of the Special Educational 
Task Force, participated in identifying and 
discussing the unique issues facing suc- 
cessful community re-entry of young survi- 
vors of traumatic brain injury (TBI) at the 
sixth annual National Symposium in San 
Diego sponsored by the National Head In- 
jury Foundation. 


Educational facilities are often critically 
involved in successful community re-entry. 
Correct diagnosis and careful planning are 
necessary to ensure successful school inte- 
gration. Besides the necessary neuropsyco- 
logical evaluations, continual 
communication and updating is needed 
among all parties concerned. Individuali- 
zation of the student’s school program is 
one key to success with different criteria to 
be considered, i.e., length of day, time of 
day, amount of material and number of 
subjects to be covered. Specialized place- 


ment within a strongly supportive system 
is also a necessity. Placing a TBI student in 
a class for emotionally disturbed is as det- 
rimental as sending the student back to 
school with no support system. Once the 
appropriate placement is made and the fol- 
low-up assured, re-entry is usually bound 
to succeed. 

Eisenberg became involved with the 
NHIF when her son was head injured nine 
years ago. Most of the members of the task 
force, like herself, are involved with school 
systems during the year and advocate and 
plan programs during the summer months. 
Eisenberg spent part of last summer in 
Iowa, working with school officials and 
special education administrators to set up 
re-entry programs for TAI. She notes that 
unique problems exist in different areas. 
Isolation is often an issue in Iowa. If a TBI 
student lives 25 miles away from the near- 
est community, social and school re-entry 
is that much more difficult. On the other

yon, past its amazing scenery and animal and plant life. 

Before the Grand Canyon program started, the students 
were given a whirlwind tour of “Life in New England,” 
which showed them that a fountain of ideas springs from 
New England. The show depicted the region from early times 
to the present day, with the development of sophisticated 
technology. 

The students also viewed the various exhibits in the mu- 
seum, which covers all aspects of science — biology, chemis- 
try, physical science, anthropology, paleontology, 
mathematics and geology, among others. One of the pro- 
grams the kids liked was ‘‘Limelight to Lasers,’’ which com- 
plements part of the eighth-grade science curriculum.

The Poobley Greegy Theater has re- 
ceived three Cultural Resources grants, 
and the Babcocks have been artists-in- 
| residence numerous times. They were 
commissioned to create shows by both the 

Massachusetts Bicentennial Commission 

and the Kennedy Library and have toured 

extensively with the resulting three pro- 
ductions. 

They are part of the New England Pup- 
petry Series in western Massachusetts 
schools and have taught puppetry at Sou- 
theastern Massachusetts University. 
They are associates of the Puppet Show- 
place Theatre in Brookline and members 
of the Cultural Education Collaborative. 

When he was a child, Mr. Babcock put 
on puppet shows and, with his wife, Jan- 
ice, began making puppets in 1966. They 
were persuaded to put on a show and 
have been full-time professionals since 
1975. In 1977 they were selected to be in 
the Massachusetts Touring Program, af- 
filiated with the National Endowment for 
the Arts. ‘“‘Poobley Greegy”’ derives from 
the name of an early puppet of the Bab- 
cocks, who is as saucy as Punch but not 
quite as naughty.

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Birnbach vs. Seifert 


Committeeman Criticizes Superintendent On School Issues 


Over the past two years, Ken Sei- 
fert, school superintendent, and Da- 
vid Birnbach, school 
committeeman, haven’t exactly 
been the best of pals. 

Since his 1985 election victory, 
Birnbach, the 27-year-old school 
committeeman, has been a per- 
sistent nemesis of the superinten- 
dent, publicly criticizing Seifert over 
several issues, in particular, long- 
range growth for Andover schools. 

Seifert, an aggressive, outspoken 
personality who has served as super- 
intendent since 1968, does not suffer 
Birnbach silently. From his seat at 
committee meetings, Seifert unhesi- 
tatingly returns fire, knocking Birn- 
bach for what the superintendent 
has called inaccurate, unwarranted 
‘‘outbursts.”’ 

It is a relationship that is not mel- 
lowing with age. 

Since mid-October, when he stood 
up at a committee meeting to accuse 
Seifert of knowingly withholding in- 
formation about a teen drug report 
presentation, Birnbach has stepped 
up the pressure. 

In the weeks following, Birnbach 
has grown increasingly vocal, 
speaking against Seifert and his ad- 
ministration at successive commit- 
tee meetings, culminating in a two- 
page statement he read at the Jan. 5 
meeting. 

In the statement, which was also 
submitted to The TOWNSMAN as an 
opinion piece and printed Jan. 7, 
Birnbach: 

eAccused the administration of not 
implementing any ‘‘serious curric- 
ulum or staff development in 
years.” 

Criticized Siefert’s assessment of 
a teacher’s developmental institute. 
Birnbach quoted the superintendent 
as saying the only way both the insti- 
tute and a better school system can

be had is with the infusion of more 
money. 

‘‘As a member of the school com- 
mittee, I think our superintendent 
has to get off that kick,’ said Birn- 
bach in the article, adding, ‘‘The an- 
swer isn’t more money, it’s simply a 
matter of setting priorities. Unfortu- 
nately, our superintendent isn’t will- 
ing to do that.”’ 

Birnbach’s opinion of Seifert isn’t 
shared by a majority of his col- 
leagues on the committee. At last 
two have gone on record, saying 
they believe Birnbach is sparking 
controversy to support his upcoming 
re-election bid. 

After Birnbach read his statement 
to a large audience at the Jan. 5 
meeting, Seifert spoke out, wonder- 
ing out loud, ‘“‘what opportunity do I 
have as an administrator to respond 

to Birnbach).’’ He asked the rest of 
the committee for their opinions. 

A long, 10 second pause later, 
Committeeman Donald Robb, with 
Birnbach sitting inches to his left, 
cleared his throat and said: “‘I re- 
sent committee meetings being used 
as a campaign platform.”’ 

The recent problems in handling a 
population explosion in the elemen- 
tary schools are not the fault of the 
administration, said Robb, who has 
been on the committee since 1979. If 
anywhere, the finger should be 
pointed at the committee itself, he 
added. 

Robb also said that Birnbach’s 
claim that the administration hasn’t 
done any long-range planning in 
years is untrue. 

“T really think if we ought to have 
this kind of speech-making, it ought 
to be accurate,” he said. 

In an interview, Seifert agreed, 
pointing out that an administration 
discussed growth issues with the 
committee over a year ago. The su- 


perintendent referred to a Decem- 
ber 18, 1986 front page story in The 
TOWNSMAN as support. 

In recent newspaper reports, Sei- 
fert said Birnbach’s criticisms are 
politically motivated. He toned down 
the allegation somewhat during the 
interview, saying now that “From 
all outward appearances, that (re- 
election) would appear to be the mo- 
tive, but over the years David (has 
shown he) feels that things just have 
to occur his way. 

“T really don’t know what his 
problem is,’’ said Seifert, ‘I really 
mean that.” - 

Birnbach declined to be _ inter- 
viewed for this story, instead re-sub- 
mitting his Jan. 7 opinion piece with 
a short hand-written note saying he 
would prefer to stick to the issues 
outlined in his article 

Other committee members are 
wondering how to handle an increas- 
ingly embarrassing situation. 

Committeeman Margo Tilghman, 
who was elected last year, said that 
a meeting in mid-December between 
Seifert and the committee to discuss 
the situation was cancelled because 
the growing controversy surround- 
ing a proposed middle school de- 
manded attention. 

But, a re-scheduled session will oc- 
cur soon, if such a meeting is legal, 
Tilghman said. 

If unchecked, Tilghman said the 
conflict would ‘undermine the 
town’s confidence in the school. I 
think how the School Committee 
deals with administration sets the 
tone for how the community feels 
about the schools.”’ 

Tilghman, along with Chairman 
Susan Poore, doesn’t feel that Birn- 
bach’s comments in recent months 
are simply disguised campaign 
speeches. 

“T think it’s more than just re- 


election rhetoric,” she said. ‘““My 
guess would be that sometimes 
things don’t happen quickly enough 
for him.” 

In her experience, Seifert has been 
easy to work with. 

“T find that if you make an effort 
to keep in contact with him and offer 
your opinions, that you have no 
problems in dealing with each oth- 
er.”’ 

Richard Neal, an eight-year com- 
mittee member, feels that a lack of 
long-range planning has been the 
committee’s fault, not the superin- 
tendent’s. 

“The School Committee hasn’t 
taken action”’ on the issue, he said. 

Neal said he finds Birnbach’s open 
criticisms of Seifert ‘“‘not appropri- 
ate 

‘It’s okay to bring up ideas, but 
the way he is bringing up issues ap- 
pears to be accusatory. It’s inappro- 
priate for the committee table.” 

Neal also believes that Birnbach is 
stumping for office at committee 
meetings. 

‘T hate to think that’s what’s hap- 
pening now,‘‘ he said, ‘‘but it ap- 
pears that this is what’s going on.”’ 

Seifert says he plans to conduct 
business as usual, even if the rift be- 
tween himself and Birnbach contin- 
ues to widen. 

‘“‘We still need to conduct business 
in spite of these interruptions,’ he 
said. ‘At this point, it isn’t a ques- 
tion of patching things up. I think we 
need to find out where the schools 
are headed. What I see needed is for 
the School Committee to be focused 
on where we need to go from here.”’ 

But would the superintendent ac- 
cept an olive branch, if offered by 
Birnbach? 

‘“T would be pleased to sit down 
with him at any time, I don’t mean 
that facetiously.”’

‘Hughes Celebrates 125 Years 


Of Old-fashioned Values

ughes Pharmacy, one of the oldest in Massachusetts, is celebrating its 


In an age of large business acquisitions and dominant retail chains, 


this small town pharmacy has maintained its traditional background. 


“Tt’s a mom-and-pop type operation, 


>] 


said Alan Hughes, owner of the 


pharmacy. Several local families, the Crowleys, the Lowes, the Daltons and 
now the Hughes, have owned the store. 


This family-run business was established in 
1863 at what is now a small parking lot next to 
Christ Church on Central Street. That location 
used to be the site of the Fred and Anna Yancy. 

According to Hughes, the store started out as 
a jewelry store. In addition, the owners sold pat- 
ent medicines, curative roots and herbs. Since 
those items became more profitable than the 
jewelry, the store was turned into a pharmacy. 

This was the town’s first official apothecary 
(which many years and several locations later 
was renamed a pharmacy). The transition from 
jewelry store owner to pharmacist was an easy 
one because ‘‘in those days, if you could spell it 
(pharmacist), you could be one,”’ said Hughes. 

Mr. Crowley and Albert Lowe bought the store 
in 1910. Lowe’s Pharmacy was situated at its 
current location on Main Street. 

Charles Dalton bought the pharmacy from 
Lowe in 1935. He changed the name from Lowe’s 
Pharmacy to Dalton’s Pharmacy and ran the 
store for 32 years. 

In his book, Local Touch, Dalton’s son, Bill, 
remembered the pharmacy fondly. 

‘“‘My father’s drug store was a great place for 
kids to hang out. It had a full-fledged soda foun- 
tain with six swivel stools and three booths. 

“Right after school, the place would fill up

with Punchard High and Junior High School stu- 
dents stopping off for their Coke and chips (5 
cents each) before heading out to finish the day. 
For that hour or so, people would be waiting for 
seats. 

“During the remainder of the day, there 
would be a fairly constant flow of youngsters 
looking for friends or just waiting around for 
something to do. There was a telephone booth in 
the back of the store which provided a maxi- 
mum of privacy for calls to girlfriends, and it 
was always in use. 

‘In the evening, the soda fountain entertained 
an older group of locals. The store was next to 
the Town Hall and officials would often drop in 
after meetings. My father always had a pretty 
good idea what was | yon in town 

‘“Daltons was a colottul place and something 
always seemed to be happening there.”’ 

Alan Hughes father, W. Henry, worked at Dal- 
ton’s for several years, and Alan himself started 
working behind the soda fountain when he was 
12. 

After attending college, enlisting in the army 
and teaching at Lynn Hospital School of Nurs- 
ing, the younger Hughes bought the pharmacy 
from Charles Dalton. ‘I bought it because my 
dad still worked there and I wanted to make

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Warming Up 


As the winter weather drolls on, snowy nights, 
bone-chilling temperatures compelling another 
log on the fire, it seems an appropriate time to 
turn thoughts toward warmer times, such as the 
annual town meeting in April. 

e. As the town manager and selectmen compose 
the annual warrant, the tentative agenda profers 
a most interesting annual session which may well 
extend the three-night sessions of more recent 
years. 

And, while commentary can be anticipated 
from time to time prior to the pounding of the 
gavel at the opening session, today seems to be 
an appropriate time to get discussion underway. 

Among the interesting items up for consider- 
ation is the adoption and updating of the town’s 
master plan, first done sometime in 1965 and 
moved for updating in 1982. 

That no action has been taken in that regard 
seems proper in view of the fact that most mater 
plans devised for the town of Andover have been 
either outdated when presented, or stored on 
some shelf in the municipal building, paid for and 
never to be seen again or followed. 

Most master plans come complete with capital 
budget programs, which of course, are immedi- 
ately outdated in face of the ever-increasing costs 
accompanying such items as new vehicle pur- 
chase, extension of utility lines or building of new 
schools or other municipal buildings. 

As an example, the addition and renovation of 
Memorial Hall Library was a part of the town’s 
master plan. Opened this year, this project was 
witnessed by many a mature adult who saw the 
project on the drawing board as regular atten- 
dees of the childrens’ room at the library. 

The only saving grace about development of a 
master plan is that the state mandates that com- 


munity’s have one and update it from time to 
time, thus it will probably come to be. 

Another interesting item is the appropriation of 
$4,500 to videotape selectmen and school commit- 
tee meetings for later viewing by the general 
public. 

Such an expense can only be justified for those 
who continually face sleepless nights and want to 
free themselves of any possible drug dependency 
to doze off at night. 

True, $4,500 is not much when faced with a mul- 
ti-million dollar municipal budget but this is an 
expense which seems absolutely ludicrous in 
view of the accuracy of the minutes kept at the 
meetings of these boards. 

As a final comment on this initial plunge into 
the town meeting warrant, why is the town inter- 
ested in acquiring the post office property on 
Main Street? 

True, it’s a nice, probably historic building, but 
why does the town need more real estate. 

Placed as it is in the heart of the town’s busi- 
ness district, wouldn’t it be feasible for private 
developers to acquire the property and turn it 
over to retail or office space, now so scarce? 


Municipalities should not be in the real estate 
holding business, unless it can be proven that 
there is a need for additional space, which we 
doubt. Acquisition and renovation of East Junior 
High into municipal offices was intended to cure 
all space needs for years to come. 

There is a possible redeeming feature of ob- 
taining the post office building. The master plans 
and other consultant studies done for the town 
could be stored in the cellar, but that’s hardly 
reason enough to spend the money for such acqui- 
sition.

The Pension Reform Act of 1987 will go a 
long way towards putting our state and lo- 
cal pension programs on firm financial 
footing. 

Our overburdened and abused environ- 
ment won two rounds this session as the 
Solid Waste Bill and the Open Space Bond 
were both signed into law. 

Preventive medicine for women—mam- 
mograms and pap tests—will finally be 
covered by insurance. 

Under the new Prompt Payment Bill, 
Massachusetts will now have to pay inter- 
est on bills not paid by the contracted date 
or 45 days after the receipt of services. 
This is good news, especially for small 
businesses that perform a myriad of serv- 
ices for the state and don’t get paid for 
months. The bureaucracy will now move a 
lot faster if the interet penalties are threat- 
ened.

The last few days of the 1987 legislative 
session were an exercise in madness. Last 
month, I wrote a letter which appeared in 
this column on why I support a six-month 
legislative session. I reiterate that Massa- 
chusetts’ continual session (the only one in 
the nation) results in a “‘there-is-always-to- 
morrow-to-reach-consenus’’ mentality. 
Crunch time is the last week when its ‘‘do 
or die’’ for bills that have been sitting in 
committees for months. Suddenly, all the 
trains arrive at the station at the same 
time. It’s a crazy way to run a railroad.

Demeaning 
Belittling 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

What is fair? 

After attending the meeting on 
Monday evening, Jan. 11, at the 
Frost School, I have come away 
thinking that Dennis Richards and 
the people of Lawrence believe that 
Andover is a “moral vacuum” 
(words taken, interestingly enough, 
from Richards’ friend, Kenneth Sei- 
fert). I came away with the feeling 
that they believe Andover has noth- 
ing to offer in the collabortive school 
since it is a ‘‘materialistic society”’ 
and we are the beggars bowing gra- 
ciously at Lawrence’s doors. Law- 
rence has everything to offer to 
make Andover a better society. I 
found it demeaning and belittling. 
Lawrence should build the school on 
their own land or find a more desira- 
ble and willing town to collaborate 
with. 

Mr. Richards denounces every- 
thing in the CNS report with only 
words, no facts! Now, we all know 
that actions and facts speak louder 
than words. Richards says the 
school will cost us nothing, but, in 
his presentation he admits that the 
state legislation for covering capital 
expense is only 90 percent. When 
asked if legislation is in place to 
guarantee that all operating costs 
will be covered by the state after the 
first year of operation, the answer is 
no. Obviously he thinks we were all 
born yesterday, too. His _ report 
stated he nad a far superior curric- 
ulum, but when asked about it, his 
voice fades away in the background 
and says it is similar to what And- 
over and Lawrence currently have. 
He says there have been other col- 
laborative schools but no informa- 
tion on where they were and how 
successful they have been. He’s a 
smooth talker, very politically in- 
clined and obviously his ‘‘doctoral 
thesis” is important to him, but not 
at the risk of my child’s career. He 
tries to diminish the importance of 
the CNS effort, except the truth is we 
are the majority in Andover. The 
majority of the people in Andover 
will not be sending their children to 
this experimental school and will not 
vote in thepoliticians who favor it. 

The School Committee should give 
more credit to Mr. David Birnbach 
because he is willing to explore what 
is needed to refurbish the Andover 
School System. A school system 
which has been living off of its pre- 
vious years of acheivement but has 
now grown stale, perhaps due to 
‘life tenures”’ for school superinten- 
dents. My congratulations and vote 
for you, Mr. Birnbach. 

After requesting to be put on the 
School Committee agenda, the CNS 
was placed in a spot that did not get 
heard until 11 p.m. on a Sunday eve- 
ning. There was only time to read 
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the report at that hour. Attention 
was lagging and people were too 
tired to comment except, of course, 
complaints were ‘‘staged’’ from the 
propnents crying that they did not 
get their “fair share’’ of time to re- 
spond to the concerns. It is quite ob- 
vious that since these people were 
present at the meeting, they knew 
the issue would be discussed and 
they were fully aware that the fol- 
lowing Monday evening Mr. Rich- 
ards would have the opportunity to 
discuss in depth, from 7:30 p.m. to 10 
p.m., his feelings on this school and, 
as it turned out, belittle some And- 
over residents’ sincere intentions to 
want the best for their children. Is 
any of this fair? No, just politics. 
That’s what it is all about. But the 
people will be heard. We have the 
last say, we have the vote.

To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 


In The Andover TOWNSMAN’s 
Jan. 7 issue, you quoted me in both. 
your articles and editorial as saying 
that I was against having a middle 
school. That is not true. 

For the record, I have stated that I 
do endorse the middle school propo- 
sal (it is in the minutes of the Jan. 5 
School Committee meeting). 

I opposed the wording of the mo- 
tion put forth by Mr. Neal stating 
that the School Committee ‘‘endorse 
and commit’ to the middle school 
plan. I was opposed to the word 
“commit”? because the administra- 
tion still hasn’t told us how much the 
plan will cost or where the money 
will be coming from. 

While I “endorse” the middle 
school concept, I will only ‘‘commit”’ 
to it when I see how much the plan 
will cost and understand where the 
money will be coming from. I feel 
that it would be irresponsible for 
me, as an elected official, to 
off on something’’ before I know 
what the financial impact will be on 
other parts of the school system and 
on the town of Andover. 

Regarding my implementation 
concerns, I have stated that in other 
communities that have implemented 
such a plan in the past, they have 
typically taken a minimum of 12 to 
18 months to implement the middle 
school concept because it is such a 
detailed undertaking both for stu- 
dents and teachers. We potentially 
will be trying to implement the plan 
in six months. I have some real con- 
cerns with how quickly we are mov- 
ing forward with it. 

Also, in my editorial on page 47, in 
the last paragraph, there was an im- 
portant typo. It said: “In the past 
five years, there has been a de- 
crease of 25 students at one of our’ 
junior high schools and parents in- 
creasingly are sending their chil- 
dren to private schools.’’ The 
correct figure should have been 225 
and not 25. 

It was correctly included in the 
copy of the editorial that was given 
to the editors. When people read 
this, they will get an entirely differ- 
ent perception.

oe he would still have a job,’ Hughes 
said. 

He has owned the store for 21 years 
now, and it’s still a “mom-and-pop type 
operation.’”’ Hughes’ wife, Rosemary, has 
worked at the store for eight years, and 
every one of the couple’s six children has 
worked there at one time or another. 

“It’s one of the dinosaur type things. 
I'd hate to see it die to one of the big 
chains,’ said Hughes. “For instance, I 
was here at 7 a.m. this morning to fill an 
eardrop prescription for a neighbor’s kid. 
You won’t find a chain doing that.” 

Hughes has been approached by 
chains. ‘‘I won’t sell it to a chain. But if I 
found some young guy who was inter- 
ested, I'd sell the store, work part-time 
and pursue other interests,”’he said. 

Hughes Pharmacy has maintained 


many of the same customers throughout 
the years. ‘There are still people who 
come in and call it Lowe’s,”’ Hughes said. 

But Hughes doesn’t discriminate be- 
tween old and new customers. He treats 
them all the same. The pharmacy still 
accepts charges for prescriptions. This 
isn’t a privilege just for regular custom- 
ers. 

‘You may get stuck with the bill 1/10th 
of the time, but what can you say to 
someone dragging a kid behind him? No, 
you can’t have a prescription because 
you don’t have a charge open?” 

Most stores have not been able to main- 
tain this type of personal attention. It’s 
part of the old way of doing things you 
don’t find anymore — an old fashioned 
way of life, full of soda fountains and 
small family businesses.

Relevant Facts 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

Public debate over the state of And- 
over’s schools, whether at School Com- 
mittee meetings or in the press, is usually 
more productive when based on fact. It is 
in the interest of sharing a few relevant 
facts that this letter is written. 

Fact 1: The system is not, as one mem- 
ber of the committee recently charged, 
dealing with a “‘five-to-ten-year-old cur- 
riculum.”’ True, the entire curriculum 
has not been thrown out in a frenzy to 
embrace the most recent fad. At the same 
time, administration and faculty have, 
over the past few years, conducted a 
fairly lengthy and in-depth study of such 
curriculum areas as English, science, 
mathematics and social studies, among 
others. 

Fact 2: The system every year spends 
thousands of dollars on training for its 
“aging staff.’’ Each year many staff 
members take, and are reimbursed for 
the cost of, a variety of courses. In-serv- 
ice sessions, planned by the faculty and 
administration, are conducted every year 
on topics of direct relevance to the day-to- 
day classroom operations of the system. 

Fact 3: It was not the administration, 
but the School Committee that took no ac- 
tion on one member’s plan to force one- 
third of the staff each year into a ‘‘sum- 
mer institute.”’ The administration quite 
properly did not implement such a pro- 
gram, since the School Committee did not 
direct it nor provide funds for it to do so. 

Fact 4: Events happen, or don’t hap- 
pen, not by the desires of one member of 
the committee, however well-intended or 
enthusiastically presented, but by majori- 
ty vote of five members of the School 
Committee. It is most unfair to castigate 
the administration for not acting upon the 
wishes of one member when those wishes 
did not gain the support of the whole com- 
mittee. 

Fact 5: It was not a report from parents 
in our elementary schools which brought 
out the increased pressure of population 
growth. Rather, this concern has been 
voiced by the administration over a peri- 
od of several years and has been acted on 
at various times by the committee in the 
addition of elementary staff. Population 
growth was one of the factors which led 
the administration and the School Com- 
mittee almost a year ago to begin dis- 
cussion of a master plan for the schools. 

Improvements in Andover’s schools are 
certainly both desirable and _ possible. 
They are more likely, however, to occur 
in an atmosphere of mutual respect, con- 
cern for factual accuracy and calm dis- 
cussion than in emotional outbursts and 
personal grandstanding.

centerline of Harding Street 450 feet; continuing northeasterly along the 
centerline of Lot 1 1075 feet to a point opposite the southeast corner of Lot 3 
(assessors’ Map 37); thence westerly 205 feet along the southern boundary of Lot 
3 to its southwest corner; thence northerly along the western boundary of Lot 3 to 
its northwest corner; thence continuing northwesterly along the western 
boundary of Lot 4 (Assessors’ Map 37) to the southeast corner of Lot 5 ( Assessors’

(3) By adding a new-subsection VI.R. to read as follows: 


‘‘VI.R. Mixed Use District 


1. Purposes: To foster a greater opportunity for creative development by 
providing guidelines which encourage a mix of uses compatible with 
neighboring properties, to provide housing and business uses in locations 
where town services are available, to encourage the provision of open areas. 


2. Design Standards: 


a. Applicability: No building permit or certificate of occupancy shall be 
issued for the erection of a new building, the enlargement of an existing 
building, the redevelopment of an existing building, the development of a 
use not located in a building, or the change from one permitted use to 
pet unless the design standards referenced in this section are 
satisfied. 


b. Parking requirements: Off-street parking requirements listed in Section 
VI.A. 1-4 shall apply. Where multiple uses share a common parking lot, 
parking shall be calculated for each use to determine the total parking 
required. 


c. On-site circulation: Pedestrian walkways, streets and driveways shall be 
designed to provide safe and convenient access to the proposed uses and to 
surrounding streets and pedestrian ways. Walkways shall be encouraged 
along waterways and in the vicinity of buildings and parking areas. 


d. Screening and lighting: Section VI.C.3 of this Bylaw shall apply. 


e Driveway locations: Driveways shall be designed in accordance with 
Sections VI.A.3.d and VI.A.3.f. 


f. Landscaping: Landscaping shall be provided in front, side and rear yards 
and along the perimeter of parking areas to provide separation frem 
building and public ways. At a minimum, parking lots shall be enclosed by 
a landscaped area five (5) feet in width. At least five percent (5%) of the 
parking lot interior shall be landscaped for parking lots which exceed fifty 

, (50) parking spaces. 

g. Distance from residential dwellings: Section V.B.11. of this Bylaw shall 
apply. 

h. Maintenance: All landscaping and screening shall be maintained by the 
property owner.

. Affordable housing: No application for a PD - Multifamily or PD - Mixed Use 
which contains residential use shall be approved unless at least fifteen 
percent (15%) of the total dwelling units proposed is devoted to affordable 
housing, or such percentage as may be required by state or federal subsidy 
programs. Affordable housing shall be defined as any housing subsidized by 
the federal or state government under any program to assist the construction 
of affordable housing as defined in the applicable federal or state statute, 
whether built or operated by any public agency or any nonprofit or limited 
dividend organization.

(4) Vehicular and pedestrian circulation: Parking areas, driveways and 
pedestrian walkways shall be designed to ensure safe separation of vehicles 
and pedestrians and sufficient on-site traffic circulation and control in 
relation to surrounding streets and pedestrian ways. Pedestrian walkways 
shall be designed to link parking areas to buildings and, where applicable, 
to provide access along waterways and within open areas. 


(5) Landscaping: Where a parking lot exceeds fifty (50) parking spaces, five 
percent (5%) of the parking lot interior shall be landscaped. Landscaping ig 
defined as planted trees, shrubs and ground covers in a prepared planting 
area. Landscaping shall be used to: a) buffer adjacent properties, b) 
provide separation between buildings and parking areas, and c) provide 
shading within parking areas. 


(6) Screening and lighting: Parking areas shall be screened by landscaping, 
fencing, or berming to minimize headlight glare. Lighting shall be designed 
and screened to prevent light overspill onto abutting properties and ways. 


(7) Disposal areas: Adequate provision shall be made for snow disposal areas 
and dumpsters where appropriate. Dumpsters shall be screened by fencing 
or landscaping. 


(8) Open Area: In a Mixed Use District, at least twenty percent (20%) of the lot 
shall be maintained as Open Area. Open Area shall include landscaped yard 
setbacks, natural areas, recreation areas, pedestrian walkways, 
conservation areas, landscaping around buildings and interior landscaping 
for parking lots. The Planning Board, in its discretion, may impose a lesser 
percentage than twenty percent (20%) if it finds that the existing 
characteristics of the lot involved makes the twenty percent (20%) open 
area requirement unreasonable. 


(9) Emergency access: Emergency vehicles shall have sufficient access to 
each structure. 


h. Special Permit Procedure: 


(1) Filing of the Application: Twelve (12) copies of an application for a Special 
Permit for PD - Multifamily Dwelling or PD - Mixed Use shall be filed with 
the Planning Board. 


(2) Contents of the application: 


(a) Analysis of the existing conditions on the site, including but not limited 
to: wetlands; existing topography; soil conditions; areas within the one 
hundred-year flood; trees over eight (8) inches in diameter and any 
other significant natural features; 


(b) Site plan, which shall be prepared and stamped by a Registered 
professional Engineer, shall contain at least the following information: 
location, bulk and height of all existing and proposed buildings and 
accessory buildings and uses; existing and proposed topography; 
driveways and parking provisions; proposed landscaping plan, including 
continued use of existing vegetation, new plantings, screening, fencing, 
etc.; proposed lighting, signs, service areas, refuse and waste disposal 
areas;
